WHAT ABOUT THAT STREAMLINED CONGRESS? 


Now that the meat question is settled, it might be well 


if the voters heard something from the various candid- 
ates for Congress about their present feeling toward con- 
gressional reorganization. 


There was a lot of enthusiasm and a big vote in favor 


of the LaFollette-Monroney reorganization bill when it 
was passed at the last session. But some of the mem- 
bers' pious ardor seems to be cooling. 


Old ways of thinking and doing are hard to give up. 


And some congressmen give evidence that they might 
like to retain some of the traditional practices which were 
largely responsible for the streamlining. This seems to 
be particularly true of committees, whose membership 
and particularly chairmanship carry prestige and patron- 


The LaFollette-Monroney act trimmed the Senate 


committees from 33 to 15, and those in the House from 
4S to 19. This is all to the good. The old spat of com- 
mittees was cumbersome, inefficient and time-consuming. 
But now some of the boys want to stick to the old 
horse-and-buggy technique. 


This apparently would be possible because, though 


the reorganization bill is law, no outgoing Congress may 
impose its rules on its successor. So apparently the new 
Congress could adopt the old rules when it meets next 
January. 


There is some muttering about the other provisions of 


the LaFollette-Monroney act. though some of its reforms 
are reasonably sure of adoption—especially the one that 
ups congressional salaries from 810,000 to 815,000. 


So. since the 79th Congress voted the SOth a raise, 


perhaps it would be a good idea for the aspirants to ex- 
press themselves on the subject cf doing a more efficient 
and workmanlike job for their monev. 


OLD AMERICAN CUSTOMS 


It has been explained that the "rudeness" to which 


Soviet Ambassador Novikov was subjected by our cus- 
toms officials was due to the fact that the State Depart- 
ment had no advance notice of his arrival. Consequently, 
he had to undergo the same treatment that any ordinary 
arrival gets.

ASHINGTON—Until recently 
most Europeans had heard 


only our jazz. They liked it. Late- 
ly they've gotten an earful of 
our more serious modern music. 
They're going for it in an even 
bigger way. 
Carlos Moseley, a blond young 
man from Spartanburg, S. C., a 
former concert pianist who is 
music specialist for the State De- 
partment's office of International 
Information and Cultural Affairs, 
is enthusiastic over the response. 


He says that the past genera- 


tion of American c o m p o s e r s 
turned out music that was deriv- 
ative of European music but that 
the new music is unadulterated 
American and has been described 
by leading musicians abroad as 
''fresh, dynamic and vigorous." 


When Czechoslovakia presented 
Its Prague International Music 
Festival last Spring, the organiz- 
ing committee was reluctant to 
arrange special American con- 
certs instead of an "Anglo-Amer- 
ican" concert as originally pro- 
posed. 


This, it was explained, was due 


to the general belief that Ameri- 
can national music "had not real- 
ly developed yet" and was to be 
considered a "branch of English 
music." 


"This view has been completely 
changed," Moseley says. "Ameri- 
can music wqn a great and re- 
sounding triumph in this ancient 
seat of musical tradition and cul- 
ture." 


He reports that Ultraphone, th« 


most prominent of Czech record- 
ing companies, wants to do an in- 
troductory series of 10 American 
works, including orchestral and 
chamber music. 


Several large theaters in Czech- 
oslovakia have asked for rights to 
produce some of the outstanding 
American, operas. 
These include Marc Blitzstein's 


"Cradle Will Rock," which had a 
successful Broadway run; Gian- 
Carlo Mpnotti's "The Old Maid 
and the Thief," and Virgil Thom- 
son's "Four Saints In Three Acts," 
with text by the late Gertrude 
Stein. 


During the early fall six major 
American symphonic works are 
scheduled 
for 
performance in 


Czechoslovakia, including Walter 
Piston's Second Symphony, Blitz- 
stein's "Freedom Morning," and 
Charles T, Griffes' "The White 
Peacock." 


Plans are being made to get 
American music and artists for 
presentation to European audi- 
ences as late as Spring, 1947. 


O. W. Riegel, finds satisfactory 


response in Budapest. The lead- 
ing orchestras are ready to per- 
form American music at any time. 


From Warsaw also comes an 


•urgent demand for scores of the ' 
latest popular semi-classical mu- ' 
sic and Negro spirituals, as well 
as the music of Cole Porter, Irv- 
ing Berlin and George Gershwin. 


Similar requests 
come Irom 
Finland, Norway, France, Sweden,'' 
Yugoslavia and the Netherlands.
